A 
few  days  ago  I  heard  about  a  lecture  given 
by  a  well-known  pharmacist :  certain 
classes  of  visitors  not  engaged  in  pharmacy 
were  invited,  and  by  that  means  a  fairly 
satisfactory  attendance  was  secured.  This 
type  of  meeting  has  also  been  held,  I 
notice,  at  Plymouth,  where  the  audience  is 
described  (though,  of  course,  not  in  an  in- 
vidious sense)  as  a  mixed  one.  Such  con- 
tacts do  not  end  with  mere  compliments  : 
they  widen  the  outlook  of  those  thus 
assembled,  to  the  benefit  of  their  various 
callings. 

Fashionable  Words 

A  letter  in  The  Times  of  November  1 
was  a  protest  against  what  the  writer  called 
the  misuse  of  the  word  "  slogan."  After 
citing,  with  a  quotation,  the  derivation 
from  the  Gaelic  sluagh  (army)  and  gairm 
(cry),  the  letter  continued  :  "  A  slogan  is 
not,  as  many  now  seem  to  suppose,  a  direc- 
tion to  the  baby  not  to  get  in  the  way  of 
a  motorist  when  crossing  a  road,  or  an  ad- 
vertisement ..."  Unfortunately  for  the 
correspondent,  this  dogmatic  protest  is 
rendered  futile  by  the  second  definition  of 
"  slogan  "  in  the  Oxford  English  Diction- 
ary :  "  The  distinctive  note,  phrase,  cry, 
etc.,  of  any  person  or  body  of  persons." 
While  it  may  be  that  "  slogan  "  is  some- 
what overworked  at  the  moment  it  will 
not  do  to  be  pedantic  in  the  use  of  words. 
Many  a  noun  began  its  life  with  a  mean- 
ing now  either  obsolete  or  confined  to  occa- 
sional employment.  The  English  language 
would  become  unworkable  if  familiar  nouns 
were  deprived  of  all  but  one  of  their  con- 
notations. And  in  avoiding  pedantry  we 
have  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  current 
English.  Good  English  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  if  written  today,  would  read  like 
a  parody.  Some  words  and  phrases,  born 
from  time  to  time,  become  fashionable  for 
a  few  months  or  years  but  eventually  go 
the  way  of  other  fashionable  articles.  All 
of  us  can  think  of  such.  "  Spokesman," 
"  up  to,"  "  passing  the  buck,"  will  serve 
as  examples  still  current;  "thundering" 
and  "  awfuly  jolly "  as  examples  of  the 
faded  and,  I  think,  dead.  I  confess  that  I 
have  always  stood  out  against  the  adjec- 
tive "  nearby  "  :  may  I  be  forgiven  if  that 
was  pedantry  !

Hon.  Friend  the  Minister  of  Health 
I  am  considering  whether  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  make  arrangements,  subject  to  suit- 
able safeguards,  for  the  administration  of 
morphine  to  injured  mountain  climbers.  I 
could  not  approve  the  arrangements  which 
Mr.  Hey  has  operated  illegally  since  1934 
because  they  do  not  in  my  view  provide 
for  adequate  safeguards. 

Replying  to  a  supplementary  question 
by  Squadron-Leader  Fleming,  Mr.  Ede 
said  he  would  consider  any  plan  for  the 
carrying  of  the  drug  to  be  submitted  by 
Mr.  Hey.

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LIVERPOOL  SCHOOL  CENTENARY 


A  dinner  organised  by  former  students  of 
the  Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy  to  cele- 
brate its  centenary  and  Mr.  H.  Hum- 
phreys Jones'  forty  years  as  its  principal, 
was  held  in  Liverpool  on  November  3. 
Guests  included  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Liver- 
pool, Mr.  H.  Clement  Shaw  (president, 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  and  Professor  Sir 
Henry  Cohen.  Mr.  E.  Ashton  Hebron 
(chairman  of  the  organising  committee)  pre- 
sided. Mr.  H.  Clement  Shaw  said  Mr. 
Humphreys  Jones  had  probably  been  res- 
ponsible, through  the  School,  for  more 
members  than  any  other  individual. 

Mr.  E.  Ashton  Hebron  spoke  of  the 
high  principles  of  Mr.  Humphreys  Jones. 
With  his  present  team  of  lecturers,  Messrs. 
J.  Butler  (19 18),  W.  E.  Coates  (1924)  and 
W.  G.  Cottam  (1926),  he  had  an  aggre- 
gate of  120  years'  service.  The  Liverpool 
School  had  survived  though  all  others  had 
lost  their  private  ownerships.  The  com- 
mittee, he  said,  had  planned  hopefully  for 
£1,000  (see  C.  &  D.j  July  23,  p.  98),  and 
they  had  received  more  than  £900.  Dona- 
tions were  still  coming  in,  and  though  the 
official  closing  date  was  October  3 1  they 
were  keeping  the  fund  open  a  little  lon- 
ger. The  balance,  after  presentations  made 
that  evening,  would  be  devoted  to  a  scho- 
larship which  the  committee  wished  to  be 
called   the  Humphreys  Jones  scholarship. 

Target  Figure  Reached 

After  intimating  that  several  further 
donations  had  been  received  during  the 
evening,  the  Chairman  announced  that 
Alderman  Edwin  Thompson  (a  former  stu- 
dent of  the  school)  had  made  the  fund  up 
to  the  target  figure.  Mr.  Hebron  said  the 
committee  was  planning  to  present  to  Mr. 
Humphreys  Jones  an  illuminated  album 
which  would  contain  the  names  of  more 
than  700  individuals  and  firms  who  had 
contributed.  So  soon  as  the  album  was 
ready,  particulars  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  presentation  would  be  announced  in 
the  pharmaceutical  Press.  As  a  memento 
of  the  celebration,  he  presented  to  Mr. 
Humphreys  Jones  an  autograph  book  con- 
taining the  signatures  of  those  present.  Mr. 
Humphreys  Jones  said :  "  If  I  had  my 
life  over  again  I  would  choose  all  my  for- 
mer students  again."  To  each  of  the 
three  lectures  at  the  school  (Messrs.  Butler, 
Coates  and  Cottam)  Mr.  Hebron  presented 
a  gold  wristlet  watch.

Admittedly,  the  Ministry  is  entitled  to 
gue  that,  since  the  passage  of  the  amend- 
g  Bill  through  Parliament  will  inevitably 
cupy  many  weeks,  there  is  no  call  for 
t  immediate  pronouncement  of  practical 
itails.  The  lack  of  knowledge  is,  how- 
fer,  having  the  usual  effect  of  giving  rise 
rumours  and  irregularities.  N.P.U. 
anch  representatives  greeted  with  a  guf- 


faw a  hint  from  the  Ministry  (put  to  the 
recent  Conference  by  Mr.  H.  Noble)  that 
chemists  should  refrain  from  collecting  the 
shilling  until  given  instructions  on  the 
point;  the  incident  illustrates  the  very  real 
doubts  and  confusion  that  exist  in  the 
minds  of  the  public  and,  to  a  less  extent, 
of -chemists  themselves.  We  can  well  ima- 
gine that  many  patients  may  be  strongly 
under  the  impression  that  they  are  under 
obligation  to  pay  the  shilling,  and  are 
liable  to  be  offended  when  told  they  are 
wrong.  The  sort  of  tact  that  needs  to  be 
used  in  those  circumstances  is  ironically 
the  very  reverse  of  that  which  will  be 
called  for,  possibly,  in  the  future,  when 
the  contractor  may  have  to  extract  the 
levy  from  some  of  his  customers.  No,  the 
sooner  there  is  something  definite  to  go  on, 
the  better. 

Chemists'  resolutions  on  the  basic  prin- 
ciple carry  the  same  weight  as  those  from 
other  sections  of  the  community.  But  con- 
tractors have  a  special  claim  to  be  able  to 
forecast  the  extent  of  the  deterrent  effect 
of  the  shilling  on  the  wasteful  acquisition 
of  medicines  under  N.H.S.  In  this  connec- 
tion a  letter  sent  to  the  Prime  Minister  on 
November  3  should  have  been  a  strongly 
influencing  factor.  Its  influence  was,  unfor- 
tunately, considerably  reduced  because  it 
was  sent  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
"  off  its  own  bat."  Apart  from  the  appear- 
ance of  poaching  on  a  preserve  that  be- 
longs rightly  to  the  contractors,  it  appears 
that  the  Society  did  not  even  show  the 
sagacity  to  secure  the  backing  of  the 
N.P.U.,  or  the  courtesy  even  to  inform  the 
N.P.U.  of  the  text  of  the  letter.  If,  in  the 
circumstances,  the  document  reads  like  an 
ineffectual  expression  of  opinion,  the  So- 
ciety has  only  itself  to  blame.  Unfortu- 
nately, the  Society's  prestige  is  not  the 
only  matter  at  stake.  There  must  be,  if 
chemists  are  to  come  well  out  of  a  situa- 
tion in  which  is  inherent — to  put  it  no 
higher — so  great  a  risk  to  their  future, 
more  than  a  unanimity  of  viewpoint  (for 
we  accept  that  most  pharmacists  will  sub- 
scribe to  the  thesis  of  the  Society's  letter)  is 
necessary.  They  must  also  co-ordinate  their 
actions  and  certainly  must  show  a  united 
aspect  to  the  Ministry  and  the  Treasury. 
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What  Makes  Drugs  "  Dangerous  " 

The  prosecution  of  Mr.  Wilson  Hey,  a 
Manchester  surgeon  and  experienced 
mountaineer,  for  supplying  morphine  to 
mountain  rescue  squads  (C.  &  D.,  Novem- 
ber 5,  p.  421)  has  been  followed  by  ques- 
tions in  the  House  of  Commons.  The 
Home  Secretary,  Mr.  Chuter  Ede,  has 
promised  to  consider  arrangements  to  meet 
such  situations,  subject  to  suitable  safe- 
guards. In  consequence,  the  special  am- 
poule syringes  (two  per  rucksack,  each  con- 
taining gr.  ^  morphine)  have  been  with- 
drawn from  some  twenty-seven  rescue 
posts.  The  fact  that  the  syringes  have 
never  been  misused  during  the  fifteen  years 
they  have  been  available  shows  that  the 
Home  Office  zeal  for  prohibition  has  out- 
run its  discretion  in  meeting  legitimate 
medical  requirements.  The  decision  goes 
beyond  international  conventions  on  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  which,  though  designed  to 
prevent  abuse,  are  based  on  restriction  of 
use  to  legitimate  (medical)  needs.  Article 
9  of  the  Geneva  Convention,  1925,  recog- 
nises the  need  for  opiates  "  for  immediate 
use  in  urgent  cases."    It  states  that 

Any  contracting  party  may  authorise  the  sup- 
ply to  the  public  by  chemists,  at  their  discretion, 
as  medicines,  for  immediate  use  in  urgent  cases 
of  the  following  opiate  officinal  preparations : 
Tincture  of  opium,  Sydenham  laudanum  and 
Dover  powder.  The  maximum  dose,  however, 
which  may  be  supplied  in  such  cases  must  not 
contain  more  than  25  centigrammes  of  officinal 
opium,  and  the  chemist  must  enter  in  his  book 
the  quantities  supplied. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  (25- 
cgm.)  dose  contains  between  ^  gr.  and 
i  gr.  of  anhydrous  morphine,  i.e.,  more 
than  that  in  Mr.  Hey's  emergency  injec- 
tion, which  has  superseded  oral  opium  as 
a  pain  reliever.  The  original  (Hague)  con- 
vention stated  that  the  registration  rule 
"  shall  not  necessarily  apply  to  medical 
prescriptions  and  to  sale  made  by  duly 
authorised  pharmacists."  This  is  repeated 
in  Article  6(c)  of  the  1925  Convention 
in  relation  to  "  supplies  dispensed  by  medi- 
cal practitioners  or  to  sales  by  duly 
authorised  chemists,  provided  in  each  case 
that  the  medical  prescriptions  are  filed  and 
preserved  by  the  medical  practitioner  or 
chemist."  Clearly  the  D.D.  regulations,  in 
limiting  administration  of  a  drug  without 
entry  in  register  "  to  a  drug  or  prepara- 
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tion  administered  by,  or  under  the  direi 
supervision  and  in  the  presence  of,  a  du. 
qualified  practitioner  or  a  registered  del 
tist  "  has  gone  beyond  the  requiremen 
of  international  conventions  and  create 
an  impasse  in  relation  to  emergency  nee< 
in  the  absence  of  a  doctor. 

Chemists'  Contribution  to  Suppression 

The  increasing  severity  of  D.D.  regul 
tions  in  recent  years  is  undoubtedly  di 
to  events  overseas,  where  thefts  from  do 
tors'   cars   and   breaking   into  pharmaci 
are  means  whereby  drug-panders  repla* 
their  stock.   In  consequence,  chemists 
over    14,000   registered  premises  have 
unlock    and    re-lock    the   D.D.  cupboai 
every  time  they  dispense  extemporaneous 
medicines  in  regular  demand,  such  as  mi: 
cretse   aromat.   c.  opio  and  lotio  plum 
c.  opio.    Yet  year  by  year  the  Home  Off* 
reports  that  the  number  of  addicts  wlP 
obtained   supplies   from   illicit   sources  I 
negligible  or  even  "  nil."     Chemists  thj 
contribute  more  than  any  other  class  I 
the  success  attending  the  suppression  of  til 
drug  habit  in  this  country.    They  prever 
illicit  supply  by  their  discretion  in  d 
pensing  to  an  extent  vastly  more  importal 
than  their  care  in  storage.     The  "  lockJ 
receptacle  "    requirement     diminishes  I 
value  with  unnecessary  opening.  Dangej 
ous  Drugs  security  would  be  enhanced 
limiting  its  application  to  potent  and  po 
able  preparations  (ampoules,  tablets,  etc 
and  permitting  chemists  to  exercise  th< 
discretion  in  regard  to  drugs  (such  as  opiu 
tincture)  frequently  in  use  in  the  dispe 
sary.  Incidentally,  the  D.D.  regulations 
storage  are  extraneous  to  Convention 
quirements.    There  is  thus  a  decided  ca 
for  relaxation  of  D.D.  law  in  regard 
emergency  supplies  (in  amounts  too  sm; 
to  constitute  a  public  danger)  and  in 
spect  of  bulk  drugs  (kept  in  a  dispensa 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  reg 
tered  pharmacist).    Article  8,  Geneva  Co 
vention,  1925,  provides  a  precedent  in  e 
empting  drugs  "  which  cannot  give  rise 
the  drug  habit  on  account  of  the  medic 
ments  with  which  the  said  drugs  are  coi 
pounded."     Our  contention  is  that  tin 
opii  in  a  dispensary  is  equally  free  fr 
such  danger.

lemists  Friends  Movement 

Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp  (secretary,  Chemists 
deration)  reported  upon  progress  made 

the  Chemists'  Friends  movement.  Mr. 
bmp  stated  that  during  the  previous  five 
krs  considerable  progress  had  been  made 

building  up  a  sound  list  of  C.F.  pro- 
cts.  The  work  of  the  C.F.  standards 
mmittee  was  the  most  important  develop- 
pnt  since  the  inception  of  the  movement 

1935-  In  more  recent  years  the  C.F. 
mncil  had  felt  the  need  for  embarking 
•on  a  campaign  of  propaganda  directed 

the  pharmacist  and  to  the  public.  The 
ogramme  envisaged  would  entail  an  ex- 
nditure  of  not  less  than  £5,000  a  year 
id  the  normal  income  of  the  Federation, 
pilst  adequate  to  meet  the  administrative 
penses,  was  not  sufficient  to  finance  such 
campaign.  An  appeal  in  1947  to  mem- 
rs  for  voluntary  subscriptions  had  been 


followed  early  in  1949  by  a  scheme  that 
sought  the  active  co-operation  of  N.P.U. 
branches  in  influencing  their  members  to 
make  voluntary  subscriptions  to  a  propa- 
ganda fund.  Each  branch  that  had  ex- 
pressed its  willingness  to  co-operate  had 
been  set  a  target  figure,  and  up  to  the  time 
of  the  Conference  eight  branches  had 
either  attained  or  exceeded  that  target, 
the  Rotherham  Branch  heading  the  list 
with  a  sum  equivalent  to  182  per  cent,  of 
the  target  fixed.  In  the  period  1948-49 
a  total  fund  of  £6,945  had  been  collected, 
of  which  £3,481  had  been  contributed  by 
the  manufacturers  and  wholesalers. 

The  N.P.U.  Executive,  at  the  request  pf 
the  C.F.  Council,  was  now  looking  for 
ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  dona- 
tions to  the  C.F.  propaganda  and  publicity 
fund.  In  addition  to  the  methods  pro- 
vided by  the  two  resolutions  on  the 
agenda,  there  was  an  alternative  method 
of  attaining  the  target  on  a  voluntary  basis. 
That  system  had  the  support  of  the  N.P.U. 
Executive,  and  provision  could  be  made 
for  members  of  the  N.P.U.  to  make  such 
a  donation  when  paying  their  N.P.U.  sub- 
scriptions. 

The  desire  of  the  Conference  to  find  a 
means  of  providing  funds  for  C.F.  propa- 
ganda without  throwing  the  whole  burden 
on  those  willing  to  make  voluntary  contri- 
butions was  reflected  in  the  following  reso- 
lution. 

That  the  N.P.U.  subscription  be  increased  by 
an  amount  sufficient  to  permit  among  other  things 
an  adequate  contribution  being  made  to  the  C.F. 
propaganda  and  publicity  fund. 

Mr.  H.  Noble  (secretary,  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union)  stated  that  the  resolu- 
tion would  be  taken  by  the  Executive  as  an 
indication  of  the  Conference's  wishes  that 
C.F.  propaganda  should  be  provided  for 
out  of  the  Union's  funds. 

N.P.U.  Activities 

The  following  resolutions  were  con- 
sidered and  carried  :  — 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that 
the  N.P.U.  should  explore  the  possibility  of  com- 
piling and  publishing  annually  a  patents  and  pro- 
prietary medicines  list.  Corrections  and  additions 
to  be  issued  monthly.  If  necessary,  this  list  to  be 
sold  as  an  N.P.U.  business  aid. 

That  the  retail  drug  list  be  improved  and  ex- 
tended and  that,  if  necessary,  the  membership  fee 
be  advanced  for  that  purpose. 

In  view  of  the  present  heavy  demands  on  the 
time  of  the  pharmacist,  the  co-operation  of  those 
firms   on   the  clearing-house  list   with   special  dis- 
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count  rates  should  be  sought  so  as  to  allow  these 
discounts  to  members  using  the  clearing-house. 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that 
wholesalers  and  manufacturers  should  be  asked  to 
send  delivery  sheets  with  goods,  indicating  thereon 
reasons  for  non-delivery  of  deleted  items. 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that 
manufacturers  of  preparations  which  fall  within 
any  of  the  poisons  schedules  should  clearly  mark 
on  the  label  of  that  preparation  the  number  of 
the  schedule  in  which  it  falls  and  that  the 
strength  where  shown  should  be  boldly  and  legibly 
marked. 

That  with  a  view  to  facilitating  the  provision  of 
locums  in  emergencies,  Branch  secretaries  should 
be  advised  by  the  Union  of  all  locums  known  to 
reside  in  their  Branch  areas. 

That  the  N.P.U.  be  asked  to  explore  further  the 
introduction  of  a  superannuation  scheme  for 
chemists  similar  to  that  in  operation  for  doctors 
.ind  dentists. 

National  Health  Service 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  Premier's  announcement 
that  a  prescription  levy  "  not  exceeding 
is.  per  prescription"  was  to  be  imposed. 
It  was  stated  that  beyond  the  terms  of  the 
Premier's  announcement  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  no  information  was  available ; 
the  Ministry  of  Health  had  been  unable  to 
clarify  the  meaning  of  "  per  prescrip- 
tion "  ;  still  less  had  the  Ministry  been  able 
to  indicate,  even  in  broad  terms,  the  basis 
on  which  arrangements  for  collection  of 
the  levy  would  operate.  The  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  had  asked  for  consulta- 
tions with  the  Ministry ;  apart  from  the 
questions  of  public  interest  involved,  the 
levy  scheme  would  affect  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal service  contract  in  most  of  its  terms. 
Resolutions  were  adopted  as  previously  re- 
corded (see  C.  &  D.,  October  29,  p.  603). 

Prescription  Pricing 

Mr.  T.  Heseltine  (chairman,  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  and  a  member.  Joint 
Pricing  Committee  for  England)  reported 
on  the  action  taken  to  date  in  an  attempt 
to  improve  the  capacity  and  efficiency  of 
the  pricing  bureaux.  The  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee  had  urged  on  the  Ministry  the 
need  for  at  least  one  new  pricing  bureau 
to  be  set  up  if  further  delays  in  pricing 
were  to  be  avoided.  The  joint  Pricing 
Committee  had  taken  a  similar  line  and 
the  matter  was  being  pressed  as  strongly 
as  possible.  The  Conference  rejected  a 
resolution  calling  for  decentralisation  of 
pricing  down  to  the  local  Executive  Coun- 
cil level,  but  adopted  unanimously  a  reso- 
lution in  the  following  terms:  —

prescriptions  to  be  returned  to  contrac 
after   they  had   been   dealt  with  at 
pricing  bureau,  were  all  lost.     All  \ 
based  on  the  general  feeling  of  dissatis 
tion  with   the  present   "  averaging " 
terns  of  payment ;  and  they  were  lost, 
because  of  any  rejection  of  the  princi 
underlying  them,  but  because  it  was  re 
nised  that  to  give  effect  to  them  wi 
result  in  further  delays  in  payment. 

Dispensing  Packs 

The  following  resolution  was  ado

The  Conference  rejected  resolutions  that 
would  have  so  tied  the  hands  of  the  Cen- 
tral N.H.S.  Committee  that  they  could  not 
consult  with  or  negotiate  with  the  Minis- 
try on  matters  affecting  the  contract  with- 
out prior  reference  to  the  local  pharmaceu- 
tical organisations ;  the  Conference  also 
rejected  the  view  that  negotiating  powers 
with  the  Ministry  would  be  strengthened 
by  bringing  into  the  negotiating  body  any 
organisation  that  did  not  represent  exclu- 
sively the  chemist-contractor  interest.  The 
following  resolutions  were  adopted  :  — 

That  delegates  be  instructed  to  resist  to  the  last 
final  effort  any  further  cut  in  chemists'  remunera- 
tion under  the  N.H.S.  Regulations. 

That  this  Conference  expresses  appreciation  of 
the  work  done  by  the  N.H.S.  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee, and  assurance  of  confidence  in  that  body. 

Doctors'  Stock  Orders 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 
Whilst  this  Conference  recognises  the  need  for 
an  alternative  method  for  enabling  doctors  to 
obtain  supplies  of  medicines,  etc.,  for  the  emer- 
gency treatment  of  N.H.S.  patients,  it  views  with 
grave  concern  any  extension  of  dispensing  by  doc- 
tors which  may  prejudice  the  position  of  pharma- 
cists as  the  "  dispensers  to  the  nation." 

A  resolution  urging  that  "  payments  on 
account  "  should  be  put  on  a  more  satis- 
factory basis,  so  as  to  provide  the  equiva- 
lent of  full  payment,  instead  of  90  per 
cent,  based  on  prescription  values  ruling 
nine  months  previously,  was  adopted.  The 
Conference  also  directed  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  secure  for  the  contractor  a 
copy  of  the  official  certificate  of  analysis 
under  the  Testing  of  Dispensing  Scheme, 
in  those  cases  where  the  report  was  not 
referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Committee.  The  following  resolutions  were 
rejected  by  the  Conference  :  — 

That  this  Conference  is  opposed  to  any  schema 
put  into  operation  whereby  private  patients  can 
obtain  free  medicines  under  the  N.H.S. 

That  this  meeting  directs  the  N.P.U.  to  inform 
the  Minister  of  Health  that  he  should  inform  the 
Ministry  personnel  and  Executive  Councils  that  no 
useful  purpose  is  served  by  making  statements  to 
the  Press  about  wrongly  compounded  test  pre- 
scriptions. 

Considering  the  shortage  of  pharmacists  at  the 
present  time,  this  Conference  considers  it  is  not  the 
time  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  Qualifying  exam- 
ination. 

The  decisions  taken  at  the  Conference, 
states  the  report,  have  been  considered  by 
the  N.P.U.  Executive  and  appropriate  ac- 
tion initiated.

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAI 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held 
in  London  on  November  i  and  2,  the  presi- 
dent (Mr.  H.  Clement  Shaw)  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  F.  W.  Adams)  re- 
ported that,  since  the  previous  meeting, 
104  persons  had  registered  as  apprentices 
or  students,  making  500  for  the  current 
year.  Applications  from  12  persons  for 
restoration  to  the  register  were  agreed;  so 
were  five  applications  in  respect  of  restora- 
tion of  premises,  and  ten  under  reciprocity 
agreements. 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Organisa- 
tion Committee,  Mr.  T.  Reid  referred  to 
an  item  reporting  that  Mr.  W.  J.  Tris- 
tram had  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  West 
Middlesex  Branch,  and  asked  that  head- 
quarters should  be  notified  when  members 
addressed  meetings.  In  reply  to  Mr.  T. 
Heseltine,  the  President  said  he  saw 
no  reason  why,  if  a  member  were  not 
accepting  expenses  or  fares,  headquarters 
should  be  notified. 

National  Health  Service 

The  Council  took  note  of  the  discussion 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  amend- 
ment, moved  by  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead,  to 
give  the  pharmacist  employee  the  same 
opportunity  as  employers  to  make  repre- 
sentations in  relation  to  a  complaint  be- 
fore a  service  subcommittee  under  the 
National  Health'  Service.  The  Council  ex- 
pressed satisfaction  that  the  Minister, 
though  not  accepting  the  amendment,  had 
agreed  to  deal  with  the  matter  by  regula- 
tion. 

The  Council  considered  the  Prime 
Minister's  announcement  on  October  24 
that  it  was  proposed  to  make  a  charge  of 
not  more  than  is.  for  each  prescription 
under  the  National  Health  Service,  and 
decided  to  write  to  him  giving  their 
opinion  of  the  effect  of  the  charge.  The 
letter  was  in  the  following  terms : 

Sir, — The  Council  of  the  Society  have  considered 
your  recent  statement  that  the  Government  intend 
to  make  a  charge  of  not  more  than  is.  for  each 
prescription  under  the  National  Health  Service, 
the  primary  purpose  being  to  reduce  excessive  and, 
in  some  cases,  unnecessary  resort  to  doctors  and 
chemists.  The  Council  think  it  desirable  to  give 
you  their  opinion  of  the  effect  of  this  proposal. 
That  such  a  charge  will  tend  to  reduce  calls  on 
the  services  of  doctors  and  chemists  under  the 
Service  is  evident  to  all,  but  the  extent  to  which 
it  may  be  expected  to  achieve  the  purpose  for 
which    it    is    primarily   intended   may   not    be  so 


obvious.  Basing  their  opinion  upon  the  experie 
of  pharmacists  in  dispensing  National  Health  IS 
vice  prescriptions,  the  Council  are  satisfied  1 
the  charge  will  not  deter  those  who  are  misu: 
the  Service  to  a  serious  extent.  It  would  apr 
that  the  charge  will  be  prejudicial  to  the  use 
the  Service  by  persons  who  need  medical  at 
tion  but  will  not  reduce  excessive  and  unneces: 
resort  to  doctors  and  chemists  by  those  who 
least  deserving  of  the  benefits  they  are  receiv

Psittacosis  Treated  with  Penicillin. — Tas- 
ker  ("British  Medical  Journal,"  August  13. 
p.  362)  describes  a  case  of  a  medical  re- 
search worker  infected  with  psittacosis 
virus  who  was  treated  with  penicillin  and 
was  discharged  symptom-free  seventeen 
days  after  admission  to  hospital.  The 
author  comments  that  possibly  more  re- 
cently discovered  antibiotics,  such  as 
chloramphenicol  and  aureomycin,  may 
prove  more  useful  than  penicillin,  and 
notes  that  they  have  the  added  advantage 
of  being  adminstered  orally,  but  for  further 
trials  with  penicillin  which  his  observations 
merit  he  recommends  a  massive  dose — 
two  million  units  daily  or  more  if 
necessary.

The  twenty-fourth  Bulletin  to  Pharmacists 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  from 
which  the  following  abstracts  are  taken,  is 
devoted  to  the  problem  of  cancer. 

Importance  of  Early  Diagnosis 

By  E.  Stanley  Lee,  M.S.,  F.R.C.S. 
Patients  suffering  from  cancer  fall  roughly 
into  two  groups,  according  to  the  location 
of  the  disease.  In  the  first  group,  compris- 
ing some  40  to  50  per  cent,  of  all  cases, 
early  treatment  is  successful,  with  real  hope 
of  permanent  cure  amounting  to  a  60,  80, 
or  even  90  per  cent,  probability.  These 
cases  include  cancer  of  the  skin,  breast, 
rectum,  vocal  cord,  lip,  tongue. 

In  the  second  group  cure  is  difficult, 
either  because  the  disease  is  incapable  of 
early  diagnosis  or  because  it  is  inaccessible 
to  treatment,  or  both.  Gastric  and  bron- 
chial carcinomata  are  the  commonest 
tumours  in  this  group,  which  also  includes 
leucaemias. 

A  leaflet  issued  by  the  American  Cancer 
Society  sums  up  the  present-day  situation 
as  regards  cure  of  cancer  as  follows  :  "  Of 
every  four  persons  who  have  cancer,  one 
is  saved  by  treatment,  one  dies  because 
the  cancer  was  discovered  too  late,  and 
two  die  in  the  absence  of  new  discoveries." 

There  is  only  one  symptom  that  can  be 
relied  upon  to  bring  the  patient  promptly 
to  his  doctor — pain.  So  it  is  unfortunate 
that  in  their  early  stages  most  cancers  are 
painless.  In  fact,  the  onset  of  pain  is  often 
a  grave  omen  signifying  that  the  "time  for 
cure  is  passing  or,  perhaps,  gone. 

A  malignant  growth  begins  as  a  local 
change  affecting  one  cell  or  a  very  few 
cells  of  a  tissue.  These  cells  acquire  new 
characters  which  they  transmit  to  their  des- 
cendents;  increased  growth-rate,  and  grea- 
ter independence  of  their  environment. 
Thus  a  new  race  of  cells  results,  and  gives 
rise  to  a  nodule  of  tissue  which  grows  and 
expands  with  irresistible  pressure.  This 
growth-pressure  may,  in  rigid  tissues  like 
bone,  produce  early  pain;  but  usually  the 
surrounding  tissue  is  displaced  or  destroyed, 
and  in  histological  sections  the  multiply- 
ing cells  may  be  seen  growing  freely  along 
planes  of  cleavage  between  muscle  bun- 
dles, following  the  course  of  vessels  and 
nerves,  sprouting  from  surfaces,  and  (most 
unfortunate  of  all)  penetrating  into  the 
lumen  of  veins  and  lymphatics.  This  "  in- 
filtration "  is  one  characteristic  of  a  malig- 


nant tumour,  and  only  when  some  w 
tive  structure  like  nerve  is  involved 
when  infection  is  added,  is  pain  produ 
While  some  tumours  grow  predomim 
inwards,  by  infiltration,  others  projeci 
creasingly  to  form  prominent  masses, 
excrescence  -of  tumour  tissue  from  a 
face  is  called  fungation.  The  mass  in  n 
cases  outgrows  its  blood  supply,  which 
designed   to   serve    a   much  smaller 
population. 

Few  symptoms  are  pathognomonic  of 
cer.  "  Danger  signals  "  include,  how< 
any  sore  that  does  not  heal ;  a  lump  or  tl 
ening,  in  the  breast  or  elsewhere;  uni 
bleeding  or  discharge;  any  change  i 
wart  or  mole;  persistent  indigestion  or  1 
culty  in  swallowing;  persistent  hoarse 
or  cough;  any  change  in  normal  b 
habits.  Painless  swellings  and  ulcers  on 
lips,  tongue,  gums,  cheek  and  mouth  f 
are  often  ignored  or  treated  with  mo 
washes  or  other  local  applications.  I 
warty  or  scabbed  lesions  of  the  lips 
malignant,  and  the  commonest  ulcei 
the  tongue  is  cancer.

between  chemical  constitution  and  this 
special  kind  of  biological  activity.  Several 
hundred  pure  chemical  substances  are  now 
known  to  be  endowed  with  the  property  of 
inducing  cancer,  many  of  them — for  ex- 
ample, the  carcinogenic  azo  compounds 
and  aminostilbenes — belonging  to  classes 
remote  in  structure  from  the  cyclic  hydro- 
carbons. A  recent  discovery  of  special  im- 
portance is  the  finding  that  tumours  can 
also  be  induced  by  various  "  nitrogen  mus- 
tards." It  appears  that  these  substances 
may  operate  by  some  form  of  combination 
directly  with  genetic  material  as  to  com- 
pel self-perpetuating  chemical  and  genetic 
modifications  which  conceivably  underlie 
the  permanently  altered  growth  of  the 
malignant  cell.  Another  problem  of  excep- 
tional interest  concerns  the  role  of  viruses 
in  the  causation  of  tumours  and  their  sub- 
sequent growth.  We  have  in  this  country, 
as  elswhere,  tended  to  develop  two  schools 
of  thought,  one  denying  or  doubting  the 
importance  of  virus  infection  in  this  re- 
gard, the  other  insisting  on  its  wide  signi- 
ficance. The  truth  would  appear  to  be  in- 
termediate between  these  extreme  positions. 
The  mode  of  action  of  chemical  carcino- 
gens is  but  a  highly  specialised  aspect  of 
the  mode  of  action  of  drugs  on  cells.  The 
drugs  include  the  oestrogens  (natural  and 
synthetic)  and  androgens;  methane;  the 
nitrogen  mustards;  and  aminopterin  and 
other  folic  acid  antagonists. 

Prognosis  in  Cancer

There  is  little  doubt  that,  if  a  sufficient 
number  of  lay  instructors  were  found,  it 
would  make  a  great  difference  to  the  early 
diagnosis  of  the  disease  and  therefore  to 
the  prognosis,  and  the  25  per  cent,  cure 
rate  for  all  cancers  would  be  raised  to  over 
50  per  cent.  Early  diagnosis  is  not  the  only 
problem  involved  in  order  to  obtain  a  bet- 
ter prognosis;  there  is  also  the  greater 
problem  of  how  to  improve  treatment. 
Radiotherapy,  in  spite  of  the  great  advan- 
ces that  have  been  made  during  the  last 
twenty  years,  is  still  in  its  infancy.  When 
the  x-ray  apparatus  working  at  10  million 
volts  is  completed  it  will  be  more  possible 
to  estimate  the  limits  of  this  type  of  treat- 
ment. Hormones,  and  other  forms  of 
chemotherapy,  although  at  present  forming 
no  part  of  treatment,  have  very  great  possi- 
bilities and,  indeed,  hold  out  the  greatest 
hope  of  controlling  cancer,  the  scourge  of 
humanity.

Inadequate  Advance  Payments 

Srcj — At  long  last  I  recently  received 
final  N.H.S.  payment  for  March.  From 
this  I  find  my  advance  for  March  was  6i 
per  cent,  of  the  total  due,  instead  of  the 
8o  per  cent.  I  am  repeatedly  informed  I 
have  received.  Since  the  inception  of 
advance  payment  on  the  basis  of  90  per 
cent.,  the  position  has  not  been  improved. 
The  calculations  I  have  made  of  each 
month's  script  value  causes  me  to  believe 
April  advance  payment  is  60  per  cent., 
May  55  per  cent.,  June  35  per  cent.,  July 
75  per  cent.,  August  75  per  cent.,  and 
September  73  per  cent,  of  the  amount  due. 
The  cause  of  this  is  that  advance  payments 
are  made  on  the  basis  of  calculations  from 
January's  scripts.  I  submit  that  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  request  advance  payments 
be  based  on  the  dispensing  performed  more 
recently  than  nine  months  ago,  especially 
when  the  Ministry  is  taking  over  six  months 
to  settle  accounts.  As  things  are,  each 
1,000  N.H.S.  scripts  per  month  is  involving 
me  in  a  loan  of  £120.  Many  other  phar- 
macists must  be  similarly  involved.

Sir, — Being  in  the  dark  does  not  pre- 
clude groping  for  the  shape  of  things  to 
come.

Whether  there  would  be 
anxiety  to  pay  for  the  alleviation  is  another 
question.  The  picture  could  be  as  follows : 
— Status  quo  for  dentists  and  opticians ; 
less  work  but  the  same  pay  for  doctors ; 
more  work  and  less  pay — perhaps  much  less 
— for  the  piece-rate  dispensing  contractor. 
That  there  is  need  for  economy  in  the 
National  Health  Service  will  not  be  gener- 
ally denied.  But  why  pick  on  us?  The 
expenditure  on  the  pharmaceutical  services 
is  in  excess  of  the  Ministry's  estimate. 
But  not  nearly  to  the  same  extent  as  in 
dentistry  and   optics,    Further,   the  Min-

Each  time  raw 
terials  prices  were  changed,  revised 
ts  wp*"e  got  out  and  investigated  by  the 
R.C.,  due  attention  being  given  to  the 
er  position.  The  purpose  of  the  latter 
isideration  was.  as  will  be  appreciated, 
ensure  that  allowance  was  duly  made 
t  stocks  of  cotton  held  by  manufac- 
ers  at  that  time  should  be  used  up  be- 


fore the  new  prices  became  effective.  It 
will  readily  be  understood  that  there  must 
necessarily  be  a  time  lag  between  the  date 
of  a  change  in  the  price  of  cotton  and  the 
date  of  the  Association's  amendment  to  the 
price  list,  whether  up  or  down.  The  Asso- 
ciation has  decided,  for  the  time  being,  to 
continue  publishing  a  dressings  price  list 
as  hitherto,  and  to  make  no  alteration  in 
any  respect  in  the  method  adopted  during 
the  years  when  prices  were  controlled  in 
arriving  at  the  published  price.  This 
means  that  the  margin  of  profit  allowed  to 
manufacturers  will  remain  the  same,  and 
that  the  cover  position  will  be  taken  into 
account  whenever  it  is  found  necessary  to 
make  a  price  change.  The  Association  will 
endeavour  to  issue  future  price  lists  ap- 
proximately one  week  before  the  changes 
come  into  force,  as  has  been  done  in  the 
past.  Dressings  supplied  by  members  of 
this  Association  will  be  charged,  as  hither- 
to, at  prices  ruling  at  date  of  dispatch.

Activity  in  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine 
Chemicals  markets  has  been  steady.  A 
good  demand  for  Bismuth  salts  is  being 
received  from  overseas  markets  although 
home-trade  request  is  comparatively  small. 
A  firmer  market  is  reported  for  Pilocar- 
pine as  a  result  of  higher  costs  of 
Jaborandi  leaves.  Makers  of  Emetine 
have  announced  further  increases  in  prices, 
with  effect  from  November  7.  Salicin, 
which  has  been  in  better  supply  for  some 
months,  is  now  becoming  difficult.

Stocks  of 
Balsam  tolu  are  in  few  hands  and  higher 
prices  are  asked  ;  there  are  no  offers  from 
the  other  side.  Inquiry  continues  for 
Ipecacuanha,  with  no  offers  of  spot  sup- 
plies. Papain  is  steady  at  the  higher  price 
level.  Quillaia,  natural  bark,  is  still 
in  very  short  supply.  Little  or  no  sound 
Rhubarb  is  now  being  offered  on  the  spot 
and  poor-quality  root  is  commanding  high 
prices.  There  is  little  activity  in  Senega 
and  quotations  are  unchanged.  Good  hand- 
picked  Alexandrian  Senna  pods  remain 
scarce :  the  Indian  market  for  senna  is 
reported  firmer,  but  Tinnevelly  leaves 
and  pods  on  the  spot  are  quoted  unchanged. 
A  firmer  spot  market  is  reported  for  Gum 
acacia,  Kordofan  sorts.  Tragacanth  is 
steady  on  the  spot  although  the  Turkish 
market  is  tending  easier.  There  are  few 
offers  of  Sandarac  ;  the  Moroccan  authori- 
ties have  decided  to  suspend  collection  of 
gum  at  present  in  order  to  conserve  the 
juniper  trees.  In  the  markets  for  Spices. 
higher  prices  for  Ginger  are  asked  and 
Turmeric  is  tending  firmer.  Prices  of 
Waxes  are  unchanged  on  the  week.  Men- 
thol is  receiving  a  steadv  consumer  de- 
mand at  former  prices ;  there  is  no  sign 
of  anv  weakening  in  the  Brazilian  primary 
market.  Demand  for  Essential  Oils  has 
been  slow,  with  consumers  not  prepared 
to  pay  the  higher  prices  now  asked  for 
manv  oi^s.  However,  there  has  been  a 
slight  weakening  in  the  market  for  Cevlon 
Citronella,  and  Spanish  Cade  has  been 
marked  down  on  the  spot.
